At an early hour this morning it was 


discovered by employes of the company 
that six freight cars in the Vandalia 
railway yards near the race track had 
been broken open after 4 o'clock to-day 
and robbed of considerable property, the 
bulk and value of which will not be 
known for several days, as three of the 
cars entered went away with outgoing 
trains, One went east and two west. 


The seals of six cars were broken,

Part of these goods 
were taken away, jeans pants, shirts and 
stockings 
A box of notion goods was 


also broken open, and in a full case of 
beer there were only four bottles left. 
It contained two dozen full bottles. 
Some of the bottles with broken necks 
were found lying alongside the track. 


The cars stood near a street where 


appeared this morning fresh wagon 
tracks, and leading from one of the cars 
to the fence and ^street were footprints 
in the mud. There is evidence to show 
that iu all probability bcixes of goods 
were carried from the cars and hauled 
away in the wagon. 


The local agent for the Vandalia com- 


pany, Mr. McHenry, states that he can- 
not say how much was stolen. 
It will 


take a few days before he can even ap- 
proximate the extent of the robbery. 
He will get the bills from the parties 
making the consignments and- then 
check up. 


Marshal Mason was notified of the 


robbery and he sent Officers Dempsey 
and Brockway out to investigate and 
report. There are no useful clews.

A Washington correspondent, speak-

at the Norman laundry, hid a clow call 
for hi* life in the engine room of the 
establishment

the candle John leaned over a box on 
which rested a rapidly revolving ahaft to 
which was attached a small iron collar 
fastened with a set screw.

The Merchant street paving waa com- 


pleted to-day. It will be • memorable 
improvement. Some font month* ago 
the ordinance providing for the paving 
waa passed. It waa contested by the 
property-owner* on the weat aide-be- 
cause it cut down the width of the walk 
to seven feet along the east aide of Cen- 
tral Block. The propertv-ownera were de- 
feated in the lower courts and the matter 
was held in abeyance (or a time, but 
after awhile the city council tried to 
modify the ordinance with • resolution 
which provided for a 9-foot walk on the 
west side of Merchant street and 
reducing the width of the pavement 
to thirty-three feet. 
After this was 


done work was begun on the street by 
the contractor*, but after it bad pro- 
greased to the point of setting the curb 
ing there was more trouble. The prop- 
erty owner* on the east aide, near the 
centre of the block, found that the 
grade of the curbing wa« much lower 
than the walk and they 
objected 


to that 
condition 
of things, and 


the whole matter broke out again. 
At the critical juncture some of the 
property-owner* on Prairie street, who 
were dissatisfied with the grade on 
Prairie street that had just been paved, 
and which they thought ought to be 
higher, joined in sympathy with the 
Merchant street people. The cause be- 
came a common one. If the grade on 
Merchant street could.be raised it would 
force the raising of the work on Prairie 
street Things were very hot, and got 
hotter and 
hotter 
while the days 


were 
getting 
colder 
and 
colder. 


One day, like grandfather's clock, the 
work "stopped short." Nobody exactly 
knows how it "was stopped. The city 
council meeting came on and another 
resolution in relation to Merchant street 
was introduced. This resolution pro- 
vided for amending the terms of an or 
dinance also. Its object was to snake 
the curbing conform with the convolu- 
tions in the walk. On this question the 
council got in a wrangle and finally to 
defeat the proposition enough aldermen 
left the council chamber to break a 
quorum. The next day the mayor or- 
dered

one 
man 
concerned 


in the matter remarked, "it was not put 
any lower than the grade given." No- 
body has ever claimed it was set higher. 
Then came a freeze, and the work was 
again suspended until the recent thaw, 
when it was resumed; then came the 
rains, but the contractors pushed the 
work along between showers as fast as 
they could and to-day succeeded in lay- 
ing the last brick. This probably end* 
the Merchant street paving contention, 
which has been so prolific of trouble 
and newspaper items.

Human Cremation. 


There are twenty-three cremation so- 


cieties or incorporated companies in the 
United States. The first crematories 
were built in 1876 and we now have 
crematories at New York, St. Louie, 
Philadelphia, Cincinnati, Buflalo, Los 
Angeles, Detroit, Pitteburg. Lancaster, 
Pa., Washington, Pa., and a few at other 
places. Prom 1870 to 1884 only 41 bodiee 
were incinerated, and from 1870 to 
1893 


2,699 bodies have been burned. The 
total number of deaths in 1893 was 900,- 
000, and the mi us her cremated that year 
was only 592, which shows that crema- 
tion is not very popular. 


The price of incineration is ubout$35; 


children under 10 years, $25. 
No prep- 


aration of the body is necessary, the 
body being incinerated in the clothes it 
is brought in. The coffin in which the 
body is brought is not returned and is 
not allowed to be taken from the ciema- 
tory but is burned after the incinera- 
tion. In case of death from contagious 
disease the coffin is burned wijh the 
body. The ashes are delivered the day 
after the incineration.

20.— 


Twenty-four miners lost their lives in 
the Nelson mine entry No. 10, near 
Dayton, Tenn., by an explosion of fire 
4amp. The explosion was succeeded 
fcjr a terrific crash which indicated that 
the roof of the passage through which 
•they bad entered had fallen. No ave- 
»ae of escape was left aad there is no 
possibility that any of them will be 
found. The mine is the property of 
the Dayton Coal and Iron Co., three 
(•lies from the town of Dayton, and is 
reached by a spur track. The men are 
both white and colored, including sev- 
•ral boys who entered the mine to go 
to 
work at 
seven 
o'clock 
this 


norning, bat nothing of the awful 
catastrophe was knowa till 11 o'clock, 
when the drivers going into entry No. 
1O found their way blocked by a »olid 
wall of coal and slate. 


The Nelson mine has been worked 


lor 13 years or more and the entry 
-where the unfortunate miners are en- 
tombed, ran back more than two miles 
from the mouth of the mine. 
The 


jBine is of the kind common in south- 
ern eoal fields, known as a drift or 
level-veined mine, and worked in the 
direction of the vein straight into the 
face of the mountain, but before the 
entry is reached a long slope extends 
to a level several hundred yards below 
avt an angle of about 20 degrees. The 
cva are pulled up from the foot of the 
«lope, 
where 
tramCars drawn by 


inn lea connect with it to the outside 
by a cable which hauls the coal up 
with remarkable rapidity. 


Rescuing parties have been working 


vigorously all day trying to reach the 
entombed miners, but it is probable 
that they will be several days forcing 
•a opening through tbe wall of fallen 
rooting which must be made safe as 
they proceed. The foul air quickly ex- 
hausts the workmen who are relieved 
by fresh hands. 
The work will con- 


tinue day and night till the bodies are 
recovered. 


At the drift month hundreds of 


women and children soon gathered, 
and the picture of their grief and de- 
«pair is heartrending. Mothers wring-- 
lag their hands, weeping daughters 
and little Children, sweethearts and 
(fray-headed grandparents are there, 
all in the greatst distress, for they 
have been told that there is no hope, 
•aid the spectacle of their woe is heart- 
sickening. 


The mine is ventilated by air shafts

THE CUMNOCK MINE HORROR. 


Thirty-Five Dead Bodies Recovered and 


Several Unaccounted For. 


RALEIGH, N. C., Dec. 20.—The United

It is thought that 
some of the bodies are caught under 
the timbers. The force of the explo- 
sion was so great as to throw a thou- 
sand feet the "buggies" in which coal 
is carried. 
There were no Germans 


employed in the mine; those reported 
last night to have been killed proved 
to have been Poles.

SENATE, 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 20.—The proceed- 


ings in the senate to-day were opened 
by a prayer by its blind chaplain, in- 
voking the 
Christmas influence of 


"Peace on earth and good will to men," 
and asking that the two nations on 
earth of one language, one faith, one 
baptism and one Lord, should not be 
embroiled in war. It was delivered 
with such feeling, earnestness and 
eloquence that it was ordered to be 
printed in the Record, a very unusual 
privilege to be accorded to a chap- 
lain's opening prayer. 


The day, however, did not respond 


to that peaceful opening, and when 
the hour of ad journment came the sen- 
ate had passed, without amendment 
and without a single negative vote, 
the house bill appropriating 3100,000 
for a commission to report to the pres- 
ident on the true divisional line be- 
tween the republic of Venezuela and 
British Guiana. 


Mr. Sherman's amerfdment, fixing 


the number of commissioners at three 
and requiring their appointment to be 
by and with the advice of the senate, 
was reported f rom| the oomm|ttee on 
foreign relations, but It had vecy little 
support in the senate, and was, at the 
close of the debate laid on the table 
without a division, and with only two 
or three negative votes—the vote be- 
ing viva voce. 


The debate took a more excited turn 


than that of the proceeding day. 
It 


was opened by Mr.• Platt (rep., Conn.) 
who said there was no reason to sup- 
pose that war was to be precipitated 
but that the American people would 
not shun war and that they were never 
more in earnest since the revolution 
than they were now. 


Mr. Sherman made a plea against 


excitement and eagerness to arouse 
the patriotism of the American people, 
and declared his belief that the matter 
would be settled by arrangement be- 
tween Great Britain and Venezuela 
without a drop of American blood be- 
ing shed. 


Mr. Mills deprecated war, and in- 


quired how the revenues to carry on 
war were to be obtained. He sug- 
gested that, before going into a war, 
the constitution should be amended so 
as to enable congress to levy personal 
taxes, particularly the income tax. 


Mr. Lodge (rep., Mass.) derided the 


attempt of English capitalists to cre- 
ate a panic in Wall street, and notified 
them that the calling of loans and the 
withdrawal of gold were not the roads 
to an honorable and peaceful settle- 
ment. 


My. Stewart (pop., Nev.) ascribed the 


aroused feeling of the American peo- 
ple to English arrogance, and declared 
that England could put an end to the 


excitement by being honest and rea- 
sonable. 


Mr. White (dem., Cat.) believed that, 


when^the facts became knows, there 
would be an honorable solution of the 
difficulty. 


Mr. Caffery (dem., La.) looked upon 


the appointment of the proposed com- 
'"'"sioa as a warlike step and as a very 
exemplary application of the Monroe 
doctrine.

Mr. Chandler gave a tonoh of humor 


and sprightliaesa to the" debate by 
landing the president (with more or 
less sincerity) for showing himself to 
be patriotic and American.

And so the discussion went on to the 


cloae when the bill was passed just a* 
it came from the house. 


Earlier in the day the resolution of- 


fered on Thursday by Mr. Allen <rt?., 
Neb.) was taken up discussed and 
adopted, instructing the finance com- 
mittee to inquire whether it would not 
be expedient and proper at this time 
for the government of the 
United 


States to open its mints to the free and 
unlimited coinage of gold and silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1 and to issue besides 
an adequate volume of legal tender 
treasury notes. A motion to refer the 
resolution to the finance committee 
was voted down. 


After the passage of the Venezuelan 


commission bill the senate went into 
executive session, and there, among 
other things, agreed to the house con- 
current resolution or a holiday recess, 
with an amendment fixing its begin- 
ning for to-morrow and its close for 
6th of January. 


When the doors were reopened a 


message from the president was laid 
before the senate urging the necessity 
of prompt aid for the finances of the 
government, and that congress should 
not take a recess until the necessary 
financial legislation was provided. 


At 4:45 p. m. the senate adjourned 


"Until to-morrow.

reached the capitol yesterday after 
noon, was received with widespread 
astonishment on all sides. Up to mid- 
night few could be found who cared to 
express an opinion for publication 
either upon its merits 
or as to 


the course which congress would 
probably pursue. 
Privately repub- 


lican members of the house severely 
criticised 
the 
president.

contended that the message was 
ill-advised and unnecessary; that its 
effect would be to add to the gravity 
of the situation, and that congress is 
in no position at the present time to af- 
ford the relief desired. Leading re- 
publicans say that no measure satis- 
factory to them can either pass the 
senate or receive the president's sanc- 
tion. On the other hand, the hout>e, 
they assert, will not agree to any 
measure looking to the retirement of 
the greenbacks and the substitution 
therefor of gold interest-bearing bonds.

as certain. One is that congress will 
not adjourn to-day, as was expected, 
and secondly, that the announcement 
of the committees will be made shortly 
after the house meets.

NEW YORK, Dec. 21.— R. O. Dun &C«., 


in their weekly review of trade issued 
•to-day, say: 
Failures for two weeks of December. 


show liabilities of 86,510,451, against 
$6,840,401 last year, and JU.eW.m, for 
the same weeks of 3893. Failures for 
the week hare been H77 in the United 
States, against 348 last year, and 32 in 
Canada against 36 last year. 


The strong Americanism of 
the 


president's message has given ite 
character to the week. Popular feel- 
ing was profoundly moved, but except- 
ing- in stock and cotton markets, busir 
ness was remarkably dull and scarcely 
affected. 
Selling of securities held 


abroad was a natural first impulse, 
though the sellers are not unlikely in 
time to discover that no other securi- 
ties are safer from international com- 
plications than the American. Cotton 
has declined a quarter, and wheat 
about two cents. 


The markets in this country do not act 


upon the theory that any interruption 
of foreign relations is to be expected. 
There is no great change in boots and 
shoes. Leather still declines, though 
hides at Chicago are scarce and strong- 
er. 
Prices of iron and steel have 


fallen about three per cent, for the 
week, ISessemer pig and gray forge 
and most kinds of finished products 
having yielded more or less. 


There is no change of importance in 


the market for cotton goods, which is 
not active enough to prevent some ac- 
cumulation. Print cloths are a shade 
weaker, the market for woolen goods 
has not improved. 


Sales of wool are mainly confined t'o 


immediate needs of manufacturers, 
who are buying but little ahead. The 
imports of woolen goods continue very 
large, though smaller than a month 
ago. 


Many complaints are made of slow 


collections and scarcity of money at 
the west on account of the tardy moye- 
ruent of products, from the farms. 


Western wheat receipts in three 


weeks have been 18,615,498 bushels, 
against 9,430,334 last year, while Atlan- 
tic exports, flour included, are only 5,- 
812,327, against 
0,453,100 last year. 


The movement of cotton continues 
comparatively small, as markets for 
goods are generally dull. 


The stock market went all to pieces 


on Friday and closed 83 per share 
lower than a week ago for railroads, 
and 83.25 per share for trusts. On 
Friday alone the four more prominent 
railroad stockb fell an average of $5.63 
per share, and the five more prominent 
trust stocks 83.87 per hhare, mnch of 
the belling being of securities largely 
held abroad. 


INVERTED ARC LAMP. 


The electric are lamp has always been 


open to this objection: It casts very 
dark shadows. Ite illumination ia not 
diffused enough for many of the pur- 
poses lor which light ia needed in- 
doors. Hence the experiment has been 
tried in several factories on both side* 
of the Atlantic during to* last year or 
two of throwing the rays upward first, 
and reflecting them from a clean white 
ceiling. The. remit thereby attained 
satisfy those who made the teats that 
the new plan is a distinct improvement 
upon the old one for certain establish- 
ment*; and no**^peciol "inverted arc" 


Is being manufactured for th« trade. 
The reflector surrounding the arc opens 
upward instead of downward, and the 
mechanism for feeding the carbon pen- 
cil as it consumes is arranged below in-1 
atead of above the arc. The direction 
of the current is reversed, too^so aa to 
make the lower carbon the positive pole. 
Even without a reflector over it, the or- 
dinary arc lamp throws more light 
downward than upward, because the 
extremity of the upper carbon at tho 
gap is more luminous than that of the 
lower one. But by causing the current 
to flow in the opposite direction the 
lower tip is made to glow more intense- 
ly, and hence to increase the proportion 
of the total radiance thrown upward.— 
N. Y. Tribune.
